‘Epsom should split from St 
Helier’ over deficit confusion 


Epsom Hospital should separate from St 
Helier immediately and the search for an 
alternative partner must be relaunched, 
the borough’s MP said this week after he 
claimed to have identified “unacceptable 
confusion” over the hospital’s deficit. 

Mr Grayling said a confidential source 
within Epsom and St Helier NHS Trust 
had confirmed his suspicions that the al¬ 
leged £13.8m deficit at Epsom Hospital was 
grossly inaccurate and is actually “run¬ 
ning at a rate of only half that level”. 

As this was a key reason for the collapse 
of Epsom’s planned merger with Ashford 
and St Peter’s he has called for the rein¬ 
statement of the transaction board, the 
axed body tasked with exploring alterna¬ 
tive options for the hospital. 

On Friday he wrote an open letter to 
the head of NHS London, Ruth Carnall, 
making the following demands: 

□ Epsom Hospital should not to be in¬ 
cluded in the Better Services, Better Value 
review (BSBV) of hospitals in south-west 
London. 

□ The transaction board be reconvened. 

□ No conditions be placed on the search 
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for a new partner for Epsom Hospital. 

□ Potential partners should be given full 
access to the trust’s accounts. 

□ A development board be established to 
find new revenue streams. 

□ The South Coast Strategic Health Au¬ 
thority help broker a solution for the hos¬ 
pital’s future. 

He condemned the trust leadership for 
failing to develop revenue streams at 
Epsom and, in an exclusive interview with 
the Epsom Guardian on Tuesday, called 
for the immediate “divorce” of the two 
hospitals so that Epsom could be “man¬ 
aged in the interests of Epsom”. 

He believed a more accurate picture of 
the hospital’s finances could allow it to 
merge with Ashford and St Peter’s or an¬ 
other NHS trust. 

He also raised the possibility of private 
management coming in to run it as an 
NHS hospital.

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Cash for youth club 
move is simply Phab

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A youth club for disabled children, 
which counts Paralympic gold 
medallist David Weir among its 
ex-members, is celebrating after 
Surrey County Council (SCC) 
agreed to fund new premises. 

Epsom Phab, which provides 
activities for disabled and able- 
bodied children, has run from the 
Linton’s Youth Centre in Linton’s 
Lane, Epsom, for the past 30 years. 

At a cabinet meeting in Decem¬ 
ber last year, SCC voted to sell its 
leasehold of the centre, saying it is 
old and expensive to run. 

It said it would find an alterna¬ 
tive, cheaper venue for the club but 
club members feared this would 
not happen and the club might 
have to shut down altogether. 

Despite the date of the sale being 
extended to December 2013 by SCC 
in July, club leader, Julia Giles, re¬ 
mained concerned a new home for 
Phab might not be secured. 

But at a meeting on November 
22, SCC confirmed it would be 
spending £125,000 to develop a 
multi-user games area at Nescot, 
in Reigate Road, for the use of 
Phab and other users of the col¬ 
lege, and that it would be giving 
another sum - believed to be 
more than £500,000 - to make 



adaptations to existing areas with¬ 
in the building for use by Phab 
members. 

Ms Giles said: “It’s been very dif¬ 
ficult for the past year, but we’re 
grateful to Nescot for the help as it 
was keen to find a place for us. 

“There is a large outside area 
and big spaces within which Phab 
members will be able to play. 

“SCC is funding one of the sports 
courts, but we require three and it 
said it would work with us to raise 
money for the other courts. 

“It’s important to have the out¬ 
side areas as it’s where the dis¬ 
abled children can play basketball, 
tennis and football, in an inclusive 
way with able-bodied children. 

“David Weir used to come to 
Epsom Phab, and now he’s up for 
Sports Personality of the Year 


this weekend.” 

Ms Giles’s daughter Courtney, 
19, who ran a campaign to save 
Phab, which the National Union of 
Students chose to support as part 
of its I Am the Change pro¬ 
gramme, said: “It’s great. I’m real¬ 
ly happy with how we’ve managed 
to get this decision. 

“It was the work of everyone 
who got behind the campaign, in¬ 
cluding the NUS, and I’m very 
proud of everyone.” 

Tony Samuels, SCC’s cabinet 
member for assets and regenera¬ 
tion programmes, said: “I am 
delighted with the decisions made, 
which will enable Epsom Phab to 
move from an outdated, unsustain¬ 
able property to one which has 
been specifically adapted for their 
use.” 
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Abusive neighbour evicted from

Stacey Lewis, 35, was evict¬

She was found guilty of a 
racially aggravated public 
order offence last year and in 
July was convicted of assault 
after punching and head¬ 
butting a woman. 

Lewis took just six days 
to breach an acceptable 
behaviour contract issued by

Association (RHA) and the 
police safer neighbourhood 
team last May. 

The eviction on November 
19 was organised by RHA 
with help from frustrated 
neighbours and the police. 

Neighbours in Gatley Av¬ 
enue have since breathed a 
sigh of relief but were fearful 
about being identified this 
week. 

One woman said: “We have 
all been disturbed by her and 
are very glad she’s gone. 
They acted as quickly as they 
could legally.” 

Another said the eviction 
came after Ms Lewis beat 


someone up at McColl’s 
newsagents at the top of the 
road on Ruxley Lane. 

She said: “There have been 
horrible things said about 
her up and down the 
street. 

“On all accounts I know she 
was an unsavoury person 
and not one to be messed 
with.” 

Another neighbour said 
Lewis’s late night drinking 
and other problems had been 
disturbing the neighbour¬ 
hood for the past four 
years. 

She said: “It’s the people 
she attracted that caused the 
problems. 

“They were alcoholics so 
it was noise at night 


and swearing. 

“I was always worried that 
she would be hurt.” 

But another neighbour at¬ 
tacked the eviction and said 
she had been taken advan¬ 
tage of by travellers. 

She said: “I think it’s 
wrong. I don’t think it’s fair. 

“She was vulnerable and 
got taken advantage of by the 
wrong type of people. 

“She never did any harm to 
me and I think it’s sad she 
got treated the way she 
did. 

“She tried to defend herself 
but people living above and 
next to her got fed up with 
it.” 

Sergeant Gary Pickett, of 
Surrey Police, said: “This 


successful eviction is due to 
the great effort of all parties 
concerned and showed great 
partnership working be¬ 
tween the housing associa¬ 
tion, Surrey Police and the 
local residents.” 

Deborah Pike, chief execu¬ 
tive of RHA, thanked the po¬ 
lice and said: “When dealing 
with the problem of antiso¬ 
cial behaviour, evidence 
from the community and 
the police is so important in 
enabling us to address 
it. 

“We will take action where 
necessary to ensure that a 
few don’t spoil it for the ma¬ 
jority of residents who just 
want to get on and enjoy 
their lives.”

Man banned from drinking 


A man has been banned from 
drinking in public anywhere in 
Surrey because his drunken and 
abusive behaviour has a “detri¬ 
mental effect” on the community. 

Leonard Young, 42, of Gatley Av¬ 
enue, West Ewell, appeared at 
South East Surrey Magistrates’ 
Court, on November 30, where he 
was given an antisocial behaviour 
order (Asbo), which will run for 
two years.

Trust offers to meet MP to 
discuss failure of merger 


On Tuesday afternoon 
the Epsom Guardian 
asked Epsom and St He- 
lier Trust to provide 
answers to a series of 
questions in relation 
to its finances, leader¬ 
ship and the collapsed 
merger. 

But the trust’s press 
team claimed it did not 
have time to answer the 
questions before the 
paper went to press the 
following afternoon. 

Instead it issued the 
following statement: 

“We note the con¬ 
cerns Mr Grayling has 
raised and, like him, 
we are absolutely 
committed to finding 
a financially sustain¬ 
able future for our 
hospitals. 

“As such, we have 
been in regular contact 
with him and have of¬ 
fered to meet him to 
discuss this further. 

“It is important to 
note that the financial 
data that was used to 
halt the merger was 
supplied by a team of 
independent expert 
auditors. 

“They predicted, our 


finances could be 
subject to change for 
the better or the worse 
throughout the year. 

“At the time of halt¬ 
ing the merger, our

deficit was predicted to 
be £19.4m (at the end of 
March 2013). 

“On Friday, our trust 
board will hear that 
this has been reduced 
by £2.6m to £16.8m, 
with the main reason 
for this being that we 
are treating more pa¬ 
tients than we had 
expected. 

“However, it is very 
important to remember 
that this is still a con¬ 
siderable deficit and 
that our financial posi¬ 
tion was not the only 
reason for halting the 
merger. 

“Other reasons in¬ 
cluded how much 
money Epsom Hospital 
would receive in the fu¬ 
ture, as even more 
work is undertaken in 
the local community, 
for instance by GPs. 

“Another factor was a 
reduction in the level 
of financial synergies - 
plans to reduce expen¬ 
diture and increase in¬ 
come - proposed by 
Ashford and St Peter’s 
as part of their vision 
for the future of 
Epsom.” 



MP says merger plan 
because of Incorrect

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MP Chris Grayling has said the 
potential merger of Epsom and 
Ashford and St Peter’s had been 
“unnecessarily abandoned on 
the basis of incorrect financial 
analysis” after a confidential 
source at Epsom and St Helier 
University Hospitals NHS Trust 
told him that the £13.8 million 
deficit at Epsom Hospital - 
which was given as the main rea¬ 
son for the collapse of the merg¬ 
er - was inaccurate. 

Having examined the report 
containing the figures, Mr 
Grayling now believes the re¬ 
cently axed transaction board 
must be reconvened and Epsom 
must be split off from St Helier 
to ensure it does not become 
“consumed within the melting 
pot” of the BSBV review. 

In a letter to Ruth Carnall, 
chief executive of NHS London, 
he said: “The Deloitte report 
into the trust’s finances clearly 
contained considerable amounts 
of subjective, rather than objec¬ 
tive, evidence about the split be¬ 
tween Epsom and St Helier in 
calculating the deficit.” 

He said Deloitte had highlight¬ 
ed that the management infor¬ 
mation it had been given was 
out-of-date and that its report re¬ 
lied on the judgement of individ¬ 
ual managers in allocating costs

between the two sites, most of 
whom are based at St Helier - a 
factor he believes may have in¬ 
fluenced their thinking. 

He also pointed out that if the 
decision was based on flawed fig¬ 
ures the NHS could face huge 
legal claims. 

Mr Grayling said he “will re¬ 
sist at all levels any attempt to 
subsume Epsom into the BSBV 
process”. 

He said: “My fear is if Epsom is 
put into that melting pot, its fu¬ 
ture will become a side issue and 
it will be very easy for Epsom to 


be pushed aside and for it to lose 
its services to London or other 
Surrey hospitals. 

“What I want is for the divorce 
between Epsom and St Helier to 
happen now and for Epsom to be 
put back into a transactional 
process to find a future partner 
which could either be another 
NHS trust - Ashford and St 
Peter’s may well be interested 
again now - or it may mean a 
private organisation coming in 
to run Epsom as a NHS hospital, 
like Hinchingbrooke Hospital in 
Cambridge.” 

He said the hospital had to find 
ways to recover the £14m a year 
of activity now carried out by 
Epsom’s “entrepreneurial” GPs 
in the community, rather than in 
the hospital. 

He believes patients should be 
given the choice of having those 
treatments at the hospital and, 
with GPs about to start commis¬ 
sioning health services in Sur¬ 
rey he warned: “We can’t have a 
situation where the people com¬ 
missioning the services are the 
ones who are delivering those 
services.” 

Mr Grayling said: “If we 
want to keep Epsom Hospital then

GPs, the people who are now 
commissioning healthcare in 
Surrey, need to be told that peo¬ 
ple want Epsom hospital. 

“The message is ‘use it or lose 
it’.” 

And he urged consultants at 
the hospital to start doing more 
of their private work there to 
help it pay its way. 

He wants a “small develop¬ 
ment board” to be established 


now to take the lead in rebuild¬ 
ing revenue streams at the hos¬ 
pital, something which he said 
had been “woefully lacking”. He 
said the lack of interaction be¬ 
tween Surrey and London dur¬ 
ing the merger process had been 
unfortunate and the South Coast 
Strategic Health Authority must 
now help broker a solution for 
the hospital’s future. 

He also said any potential 


partner for the hospital must be 
given full access to all of its fig¬ 
ures in an “open book process”. 

An NHS London spokesperson 
said: “Ruth Carnall, chief execu¬ 
tive, NHS London met with 
Chris Grayling following receipt 
of his letter. 

“They had a detailed discus¬ 
sion regarding this complex 
matter and the dialogue is 
ongoing.”

Scoring for provision has to be rerun 


NHS South West London con¬ 
firmed last week it would be re¬ 
running its initial scoring and 
panel process for determining 
hospital provision in south¬ 
west Londonto include Epsom 
Hospital as it was based on the 
assumption the hospital would 
not be linked to St Helier. 

But following the collapse of 
Epsom Hospital’s planned 
merger with Ashford and St 
Peter’s Hospital, plans to de¬ 
merge the two hospitals have 
also collapsed. 

St Helier’s accident and emer¬ 
gency and maternity units had 
been earmarked for closure by 


clinicians following the Better 
Services, Better Value (BSBV) 
healthcare initial review earli¬ 
er this year. 

Clinical working groups will 
meet this month to look at the 
proposals again in the light of 
recent developments. 

They will work towards con¬ 
sulting residents after Easter 
2013, and will focus on talking 
to them, stakeholders and clini¬ 
cians in Epsom and surround¬ 
ing areas. 

Dr Howard Freeman, a GP 
and joint medical director for 
BSBV, said: “Clinically and fi¬ 
nancially, there is still a big 


problem to solve and a limited 
timescale in which to tackle it. 

“We are all in agreement we 
must not lose momentum and 
our focus is on keeping the pro¬ 
gramme moving forward. 

“We will come up with revised 
proposals as soon as we possi¬ 
bly can, but the programme 
board was clear that in doing 
so, we should make sure we en¬ 
gage with residents, stakehold¬ 
ers and clinicians. 

“We have been talking to peo¬ 
ple about our proposals and the 
challenges we face for 18 
months - and we will continue 
to do so.” 


Failure to rationalise 


An ex-medical director of 
Epsom and St Helier NHS 
Trust has blamed its fi¬ 
nancial crisis on the 
trust’s failure to ratio¬ 
nalise services between 
the hospitals after their 
merger 15 years ago. 

Writing to the Epsom 
Guardian this week John 
Boyd, who was the 
trust’s deputy medical 
director from 1997 to 
2005 said Epsom Hospital 
was a financial basket 
case at the time of the 
merger, while St Helier 
was in rude financial 
health. 

He said that the merger 
was done on the under¬ 
standing that some of the 
services duplicated on 


both sites, such as acci¬ 
dent and emergency, ma¬ 
ternity and inpatient 
paediatric services 
would be cut. 

But he said: “Unfortu¬ 
nately, because of weak 
management, a failure of 
will by the Labour Gov¬ 
ernment, political lobby¬ 
ing by Epsom residents 
and increased overall 
NHS funding, this ratio¬ 
nalisation never took 
place. 

“It looks very much as 
though the St Helier es¬ 
tate has been subsidising 
the leafy avenues of 
Epsom ever since the 
merger took place.”

Mosque rejection 
greeted by cheers

Loud cheers greeted a decision 
to reject planning permission 
for a mosque in Worcester 
Park this week. 

Sutton councillors unani¬ 
mously turned down the pro¬ 
posed mosque, in Green Road, 
on Monday night saying it 
would bring too much traffic to 
the area after hearing heated 
arguments from concerned 
neighbours and from the pro¬ 
ject’s backers. 

Police were at the meeting to 
ensure there was no breach of 
the peace by the 300 people 
who attended the meeting - 
most of whom were vocifer¬ 
ously opposed to the plan. Dur¬ 
ing the meeting the chairman 
had to ask the audience to calm 
down on several occasions as 
speakers were interrupted by 
loud heckling. 

The council’s development 
control committee met at 
Cheam High School to allow in 
as many of the hundreds of 
people who responded to a 
public consultation on the 
plans to turn the Old Bank 
Chamber into a mosque. 

The plan was to use the exist¬ 
ing building, which has been 
vacant for more than three 
years, but used to be home to 
around 20 office staff, as a 
mosque with regular prayer 
meetings estimated to attract 
around 15 people daily, with 
Friday prayers attracting 140 
people. 

The applicant claimed, both 
at the meeting and in the plan¬ 
ning documents, that most

people would walk, cycle or use 
public transport to get to the 
mosque, but neighbours and 
councillors were unconvinced 
by the claims. 

Arthur Hookway, chairman 
of the Worcester Park Resi¬ 
dents’ Association, addressed 
councillors at the meeting. 

He said: “I personally deliv¬ 
ered a petition with more than 
3,700 signatures to the council. 
I feel I can say I’ve been in 
touch with many local resi¬ 
dents and I’ve found less than a 
handful in support of this. 

“Can you afford to get this 
wrong? If you do, those of 
us who live and drive on 
the affected roads will never 
recover.” 

Other speakers against the 
proposal included ward coun¬ 
cillors Stephen Fenwick and 


Stuart Gordon Bulloch as well 
as the chairman of Worcester 
Park Traders. 

Speakers in favour of the pro¬ 
posal were repeatedly heckled 
including by one woman who 
appeared to be crying. Com¬ 
mittee’s chairman Councillor 
John Leach told members of 
the audience they did their 
case “no good” by calling out. 

Having heard the arguments 
councillors unanimously 
voted against giving planning 
permissions.

Rogue drivers parking on 
zigzag lines outside a number 
of schools across Epsom and 
Ewell are getting away scot 
free. 

Traffic wardens and police 
are powerless to stop cars 
parking on safety markings 
because road traffic orders 
have not yet been put in place. 

Surrey County Council said 
it is undertaking the “massive 
task” of finding out which 
zigzags need resizing and 
where new signs are legally 
required. 

A spokesman said they were 
visiting all Surrey’s school 
after new legislation was 
brought in to make the lines 
enforceable and laying out 
criteria for them. 

He said: “Because there are 
35 schools in Epsom and 
Ewell alone, this is a massive 
task. 

“In the meantime we ask all 
drivers to use common sense 
and consideration when park¬ 
ing near schools, to help us 
keep all our pupils and teach¬ 
ers safe.” 

But Councillor Eber King- 
ton, who represents Epsom 


and Ewell North, called for 
swifter action. 

He said the council wanted 
to hold off beginning to put 
orders in place until next 
spring to clear up zigzag prob¬ 
lems elsewhere in Surrey. 

Coun Kington said: “This 
situation cannot be allowed to 
continue and left unresolved 
until March. 


“This should be a priority 
and funding found to ensure 
our local highways team has 
the resources to deal with this 
now.” 

Coun Kington said the bor¬ 
ough has a “raw deal” recent¬ 
ly with the highways team 
reduced and some officers 
seconded to duties for the 
Olympics. 


He said: “The zigzag mark¬ 
ing failing by the county 
council is a disgrace. 

“This massive error, which 
dates back over three years, 
and the delay in resolving it 
that is putting children at risk 
every day in our borough, 
seems to be the county coun¬ 
cil’s Olympic legacy for the 
people of Epsom and Ewell.”

Don’t hold off on getting legal 
advice after your relationship hits 
the rocks. It might cost you dearly. 

It’s easy for things to get heated 
after a breakup. Few couples see eye 
to eye about practical arrangements, 
such as where your children are 
going to live or how you should split 
your home and possessions.

The mediator acts as a third 
party, a kind of referee, whose job 
it is to make sure that both sides

You don’t need to 
worry about speaking your mind, 
because anything you share in the 
mediation is kept private. 

Some mediators are also 
qualified solicitors, who can bring 
their understanding of the law 
to your case. You need to know 
though, that a mediator can’t 
give you 'partial' or ‘just for you’ 
advice during the mediation. You 
also can’t hire the solicitor that 
mediated your breakup if you end 
up going to court. 



Mediation can help you avoid 
further fights and bickering as well as 
save you money, but don't be rushed 
into accepting any outcome. Always 
have a solicitor — one who hasn’t been 
involved in the mediation -- check the 
results, especially if it all needs to be 
approved by a court later on. 

Even if you’re happy with how the 
mediation is going, it’s worth getting 
advice from your own solicitor. If you 
don't understand what an out-of- 
court settlement means, for example, 
your solicitor can help clarify things. 


Remember that a mediator is 
always neutral. Only a solicitor can 
be there to fight your corner. So if 
you fear that mediation will make 
you the doormat of your divorce, 
get a solicitor to advice you. 

Don’t go into court alone 

Sometimes mediation isn't enough. 

If you and your ex can’t come to 
an understanding, a solicitor can be 
your ally if you go to court. 

It may be tempting to save money 
by representing yourself in court, 
but you may end up not getting 
what you want or what you deserve, 
and it costing you more in the long 
run. Although the cost of using a 
solicitor can be a serious concern, 
even taking legal advice before going 
to court and representing yourself 
can be money well spent.

Homeowners in south 
east get even richer 

Over 65s own property worth more than £756 billion 


Retired homeowners have total 
property wealth owned outright 
of £756.36 billion, new research 
from independent equity release 
adviser Key Retirement 
Solutions shows. 

But over-65 homeowners in 
London and the south east are 
pulling away from the rest of the 
country, Key Retirement 
Solutions’ Pensioner Property 
Equity Index found. 

Across the country, 
homeowners aged 65-plus lost a 
total of £368.9 million in the past 
three months - equivalent to 
around £80 each - as the housing 
market stabilised, the index 
shows. 

But the national figure masked 
major gains in London where the

months while in the south east 
they were £1,232 better off. 

Over-65 homeowners in London 
have seen average gains of 
around £21,000 this year with the 
south east £3,930 ahead. 

All other regions are either 
slightly down or marginally 
ahead. 

Key Retirement’s figures show 
24 per cent of pensioner property 
equity is owned by over-65s in 
London and the south east. 

In London, over-65s own 
property without any mortgages 


worth £132.71 billion while in the 
south east, pensioners own 
£124.07 billion of property 
without mortgages. 

Dean Mirfin, group director at 
Key Retirement Solutions, said: 
“The housing market has 
stabilised but there is a real 
regional divide with big gains in 
London and the south east. 

“The rest of the country has 
either seen marginal gains or 
relatively small losses this year. 

“But whatever happens in the 
housing market, over-65s own 
considerable property wealth 
which represents a massive 
investment success as they no 
longer have mortgages on homes 
they may have bought more than 
25 years ago.”

Quad bikes must be approved, 
registered, taxed and have an 
MOT (if they are more than 
three years old) to be used on 
the road. 

Most quad bikes aren’t able 
to be used legally on roads 
because they don’t meet 
road safety standards - 
however some quad bikes 
are tested and ‘type approved’ 
in a similar way to motorbikes. 

These are called ‘leisure 
quad bikes’ or ‘quadricycles’ 
and are the only type of 
quad bike which is roadworthy.

Rowsell can adapt to changes, says top GB coach 


The man behind Joanna 
Rowsell’s golden London 
2012 Olympics, Paul Man¬ 
ning, admits her future is 
slightly blurred with an 
extra body being added to the 
mix, writes Ben Baker. 

But the British Cycling 
women’s endurance coach 
believes that if anyone can 
cope with the change then it 
is the Sutton cyclist. 

Rowsell, the 23-year-old for¬ 
mer Nonsuch School pupil, 
burst on to the scene last 
summer as one third of 
Britain’s Olympic gold- 
medal winning women’s 
team pursuit squad - with 
Laura Trott and Dani King. 

However, their success as a 
trio is unlikely to be repeat¬ 
ed, with cycling’s governing 
body, UCI, changing the 
event by adding a rider and 
an extra kilometre. 

This could threaten Great 
Britain’s dominance in the 


event - Rowsell, Trott and 
King having posted a sixth- 
straight world record in win¬ 
ning London 2012 gold. 

And, while Manning ac¬ 
cepts that things are going to 
be different from now on, he 
insists Rowsell, pictured, is 
just the athlete 
to take it all in 
her stride. 

He said: 

“Breaking 
the world 

record six 
times in a row 
and finally 
at the 

Games was 
never part 
of our plan, 
the plan was 
to win the 
Games and 
that was just 
a byproduct 
of a great 
plan. 


“It is a new event as well, 
let’s not pretend it was a 20- 
year-old record that we were 
trying to break. 

“It was only introduced in 
2008 and there was always a 
learning process to go 
through but I guess we had 
the right individuals to work 
with. 

‘The event is chang¬ 
ing to 4km and four 
girls so this win¬ 
ter is actually 
the last one in 
how it is 
now. 

“This is 
the last 
year we 
will defi¬ 
nitely 
see the 
3km but it 
W gives us a 
chance to 
reinvent the 
im with the 


same intensity. 

“To beat what the girls did 
in the London 2012 Olympic 
final will take a massive 
achievement. 

“If we get anywhere near 
that with the extra body over 
the extra kilometre I will be 
quite happy and the girls are 
determined to do the same so 
with that drive who knows 
what will happen? 

“You would like to think 
that if anyone can do it, it 
would be our girls, but you 
never know what the future 
holds.”
